Tit NEW Revencte Law.—-The new 
revenue law of Congress in regard to 
Brandy, Whiskey and Tobacco, wherein 
are many changes of great importance to 
our people, we have condensed from a 
copy in Cel, Youne’s office the follow- 
ing : 

Dealers in manufactured tobacco pay 
a special tax of five dollars per annum. 


Manuiacturers of tobaeco pay a spec- 
ial tax of ten dollars per annum and 
twenty cents per pound on their produc- 
tion. 

Dealers in leaf tobacco pay a tax of 
twenty-five dollars per annum, bs are 
not allowed to sell less than a hogshead 
or case, and thea only to other dealers 
and manuficturers of tobacco, snuffand 
cigars, 

Retail dealers in leat tobacco pay a 
tax of five hundred dollars per annum, 
and a further tax of fifty cents on every 
dollars’ worth sold cxeess of one 
thonsand dollars worth. 


Retail dealers are required to keep a 
book, entering daily purchases and 
sales, and the book shall at all times be 
open to the ingpection of any revenne 
officer. 

“Every peddler of tobacco, betore 
commencing, or, if already commenced, 
before continuing to peddle tobacco, 
snall farnish to the collector of his diss 
trict a statement accurately setting 
forth the place of his residence, and, if 
ina city, the street and number of the 
street where he resides; also the State 
or States through which he proposcs 
to travel; the mode of travel, whether 
on foot, by public conveyance, or to 
travel with one, two, or more lherses, 
muica, or other animals; to state also 
whether he proposes to sell his own 
manufacturers of others, and, if he sells 
for other persons to name the person or 
persons for whem he sells. He shall 
also give a bond in the sum of two 


collector of the district, that he will 
not engage in any attempt, by himself 
or by collusion with others, to defraud 
the scovernment of any tax on tobacco, 


; snuff, or cigars; that he will neither 


sell, nor offer forsale, any tobacco, snuff, 
or Cigars, except in original and full 
packages, as the law requires the same 
to be put up and prepared by the mann- 
facturer for sale, or for removal for con- 
sumption, and except such packages of 
tobacco, snuff, and cigars as bear the 
manufacturer’s label or caution notice, 
and his legal marks and brands, «and 
genuine internal-revenue stamps which 
have never before been used. Every 
peddler of tobacco, snuff or cigars, 
traveling with a wacen, shall affix and 
keep on the same, in a conspicuous 
place, a sign painted in oil colors, or 
vilded, giving his full name, business, 
and coltection distriet, and shall obtain 


district, who is hereby authorized and 
directed to issue the same, giving the 
name of the peddler, his residence, the 
class of his special tax receipt, and the 
tact of his having filed the required 
bond ; and every person pedaling tobac- 
co shall,on demand of any officer of 
internal revenue, produce and exhibit 
said collector’s certificate, and, unless 
he shall do so, may be taken and deem- 
ed not to have paid the special tax, nor 
otherwise to have complied with the 
law.” 
WHISKEY AND BRANDY. 

The tax on brandy and whiskey is 
fixed at 70 cents per gallon. 

No special tax is charged and the 
government pays the expenses of gaug- 
lng, &e, 

Persons desiring to distil brandy from 
fruit must make application to the As- 
sessor (or his Assistant in the division 
‘where he resides) who will see that a 
proper officer is sent to survey his dis- 
tillery, fix its capacity and otherwise 
instruct him in his duties. A bond 
must be given in all cases before com- 
mencing distillation. 

The Jaw in regard to whisbey and 
brandy takes effect on day of Aucust 
next. 

The change in regard to peddlers and 
dealers in manufactured tobaeco ; deal- 
ers in leaf tobacco and retail dealers in 
leaf tobacco takes effeet on the Ist day 
of July next. 

The Commissioner of Internal Reve— 
nue has ordered all the Coilectors to 
return all tobacco stamps on hand after 
closing business on the 30th inst., to his 
office that new ones denoting the pro- 
per tax may be issned. 

Ife has also ordered them to return 
ail whiskey stamps on handon the oist 
of Jnly for the same reason.

Re-Interment of the Gettysbure Con- 
federate Dead. 


June 20. 


The bodies of seven hundred and 
eighteen Confederate soldiers disinter- 
red at Gettysburg recently and brought 
here, were interred in Hollywood cem- 
etery this evening amid impressive and 
solemn funeral ceremenies. The pro- 
cession was two miles in fength, con- 
sisting of the Ist Virginia, Regiment, 
Richmond Howitzera, detatchment of 
police, sixteen wagons with boxes con- 
taining the dead, tollowed by ex-Con- 
federate comrades and headed by Gen. 
Picket, to whose division the dead be- 
longed, next came the Society of the 
Southern Cross brotherhood, the rear 
was brought up by carriages a mile] 
long. The streets along the line of the 
procession were draped in mourning, 
the stores were closed and business gen- 
‘raliy suspended. An immense Ccoa- 
course of spectators lined the strects. 
The whole being regarded as the most 
imposing spectacle since the war. 


Flect Bombarded. 
Havana, June 20- 
Advices from Kingston, Jamaica, da- 
ted the 15th, states that the German 
flect arrived at that port to-day. The 
commander reports that the fleet bom- 
barded Port au Prince several hours, 
and boarded and captured the Haytien 
fleet. These acts were committed in 
consequence of the Haytien government 
having refased to pay the indemnity 
due the German merchants of Hayt:

THE FOUR CLASSES. | 
We have not taken any decided posi- 
tion on the Presidential question, for the 
reason that the scenes in the political 
drama are so constantly shifting that it 
is impossible to say what changes may 
be wrought in public sentiment, or 
what influences may be brought to bear 
to efiect that sentiment, before the. 
mecting of the National Democratic 
Canrention at Raltimore, on the 9th of 
July. 
Two objects, however, we have kept 
constantly and steadily in view: first, 
the preservation of the unity and or- 
ganization of the Democratic party, 
and secondly, the policy of uniting all 
the elements of anti-Radicalism with 
the view-of defeating the re-election of 
Grant. 

As to the accomplishment of the lat- 
ter purpose, as it is simply a matter of 
policy, there has been much speculation 
as well as difterence of opinion. 

We think there should be but two 
candidates in the field—Radical snd 
anti-Radical. If two or more candi- 
dates opposed to Grant be voted for, it 
will divide the opposi.ion, and insure 
our deteat. 

Horace Greeley has been nominated 
by Liberal Republicans, representing 
every State in the Union. 

The National Democratic Convention 
will be called upon to say whether or 
not our party shall accept the Cincin- 
nati ticket, or nominate straight Demo- 
cratic candidates. 

It is possible also, our Convention 
may take another question into consid- 
eration. If after consultation, it be 
determined that Mr. Greeley cannot se- 
cure the full yote of the Democratic 
masses might,not a proposition be made 
to Mr. Greeley and his friends, to put 
forward the name of some other Liberal 
Republican as the Presidential candi- 
date,who can thoroughly unite both the 
Liberal Republican and Democratic 
strensth, and thug make the victory 
over Radicalism an easy one? 

As matters now stand, we are almost 
sure that no ticket will be put forth at 
Baltimore in opposition to Greeley and 
Brown. And we think it highly im- 
probable that Greeley can be induced 
to abandon the field now,under any cir- 
cumstances. Consequently, we conclude 
that the fight, by the force of circum- 
stances will be narrowed down between 
Greeley and Grant, and that as between 
thesc two candidates the people will 
have to make choice, 

The last Washington Patriot, in an 
able editorial headed “ Where we Stand,” 
makes four classifications of Democrat- 
ic Opinion as follows:

That such has all along been the po- 
sition of the News our readers are well 
Pyare. 

We have endeavored to give a fair state- 
ment of the arguments both for and 
against the endorsement of Greeley, pre- 
ferring to leave the matter to the judg- 
ment, wisdom and patriotism of the 
Baltimore Convention. Its decision, 
whatever it may be, as loyal Democrats 
we should be prepared to approve and 
support. 

We may add, we do not think the 
hearty,. unconditional endorsement by 
the South of Greeley’s claims will add 
to his strength among Liberal Repnlii- 
cans at the North, and therefore good 
policy alone condemns the course of 
action of some of our Democratic ex- 
changes, whose zeal and impatience 
seem fo out-run their jadgment.
